Very few, comparatively, are 
duly awake on the subject of physical, or in¬ 
tellectual education. The exclusion of the 
Bible and prayers from schools, is justly 
alarming. Unwearied pains are taken to 
have books used in schools, ‘‘which tench no 
theology positively, but much negatively.”— 
The deniers of the inspiration of the Bible, 
despairing of the pulpit and the church, are 
looking to the “Lyceum and the common 
schools.” Snbhath Schools ought to do much 
ire, and they would, were there not such a 
uninal indifference to the salvation of men, 
well as to the good of the country. Those, 
who would have the righteous in authority so 
that the wicked shall not bear rule, must 
make redoubled efforts to extend the benign 
influence of the Sabbath School. 

3. Another means to this important end, is 
the evangelical ministry. Sound morulity is 
the fruit of evangelical piety. It never has, 
and we have no reason to expect it ever will 
prevail to any considerable extent beyond the 
influence of such piety. The religion of j 
principle, in disiinction from “the religion of 
sentiment, the religion of forms, and the re¬ 
ligion of emotions,” will produce that “right¬ 
eousness which exalts a nation.” God’s meth¬ 
od of making men righteous is the preaching 
of the gospel, accompanied by the influences 
of the Holy Spirit. These influences produce 
revivals of true religion, not those spurious 
excitements which leave men still supremely 
selfish and worldly, or which prepare them 
fpr the wild extremes of fanatacism. What 
e need is a general, genuine revival, which 
ill interest men irt the great concerns of sal- 
aiiori and change, permanently, their hearts 
and lives; which will humble their pride, 
transform selfish, into benevolent beings; so 
that they will renounce all their vices and 
practice all the virtues. We need a work of] 
grace, which shall be followed by an exhibi¬ 
tion of “the fruit of the Spirit, love, joy,peace, 
long suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance;”—which will deeply 
imbue men with the “wisdom, which is from 
above, which is first pure, then peacable, gen- 
tie, easy to be entreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, without partiality and without 
hypocrisy.” To attain this, we must seek, 
labor and pray. The general prevalence of 
this spirit and practice will secure authority 
for the righteous, so that the wicked shall not 
' ar rule. For as Soaine Jennyns justly re¬ 
irks, “he who strictly adheres to virtue 
it sobriety in his conduct, and enforces 
them by his example, does more real service 
s, than he who displaces a bad min- 

_dethrones a tyrant; for this gives but 

a temporary relief, but that exterminates the 
cause of the disease. No immoral man can 
possibly be a true patriot. All those who 
profess outrageous zeal for the liberty and 
prosperity of their country, and at the same 
time infringe her laws, affront her religion, 
and debauch her people, are hut despicable 
quacks.” 

No means conduce so much to the general 
prevalence of righteousness, as a competent 
supply of an able, searching, faithful, inde-i 
pendent, evangelical ministry. Such a min-1 
istry, well sustained, wilt bring out the funda¬ 
mental doctrines of revelation; will inculcate 
its great mural principles, and apply them to 
all the various relations of life, without fear 
>r favor. But a ministry awed by the frowus 
if the great, in fear by threats of withdrawing 
support, will never do these. Unless they 
can freely utter the whole of their convictions 
of truth and duty, and keep back nothing 
which they deem may be profitable; they be¬ 
come servile. They will cringe and flatter. 
No confidence can be placed in them; and 
though followed and praised by crowds for a 
while, they will ultimately sink into contempt. 
But let a stated ministry he so sustained as to 
be entirely untrammelled and free, and then 
there mav be expected a plain and full exhi¬ 
bition of God’s truth, his grand instrumental¬ 
ity, in saving men from sin, and making them 
righteous. To sustain an efficient ministry, 
men must exercise a spirit of mutual forbear¬ 
ance towards each other in regard to points 
not essential to salvation. The want of this 
forbearing spirit and the consequent splitting 
up of the community into small sectarian 
bodies, so that they cannot have constant 
preaching, is having a most disastrous influ¬ 
ence upon the country. Where men are so 
alienated that they will do little or nothing 
for the maintenance of a stated ministry, un¬ 
less they can hear their shibboleth often pro¬ 
nounced, many will have preaching but a 
part of the time. Where they will not hear 
great truths and duties explained and enforc¬ 
ed, they contract loose habits of keeping the 
Sabbath. Desecrations of the Sabbath lead 
to all other kinds of vice. An idle way of 
spending it tends to engender a habit of idle¬ 
ness on other days. Children and youth, al¬ 
lowed to be idle, or unsuitably employed on 
the Lord’s day, almost invariably become dis¬ 
puted. Allowed disregard of one of the 
ouimands of God tends to a disregard of oth- 
_rs. Such young persons will be mischievous; 
and may he expected to commit depredations. 
If parents and guardians do notfind employ¬ 
ment for those under their care, the devil will. 
He will have them fully employed. They 
will be apt scholars in his school. No system 
of instruction or legislation, destitute of the 
vital influence conferred by Christianity, can 
be effectual in preventing crime. The fath¬ 
er of his country in his farewell address says, 

■ Let us with caution indulge the supposition, 
ihut morality can be maintained without re- 
,-|j,rion. Whatever may be conceded to the 
influence of a refined education, on minds ol j 
neeuliar structure, reason and experience 
both forbid us to expect, that national rnoral- 
prevail in exclusion of religious princi-

The Churches the Bulwarks of Slaveryi 
It is not often that such language as the fol¬ 
lowing is heard from one of the most deserv¬ 
ing popular ministers in the United States.— 
It is as cheering as it is rare, and is commend¬ 
ed to the serious consideration of all. It is an 
extract from an unpublished sermon by Rev. 
Albert Barnes, of Philadelphia, published 
by permission in the American Freeman.— 
Oh that all ministers were such! the slaves 
would then wear their chains but little longer, 
and there would be confident hope for our 
country.. Shall the religion of the land be the 
means of its destruction ? 

Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever 
things are just, i whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely whatsoever things 
are of good report; if there be any virtue, and 
if there be any praise, think on these things .— 
Philifpians iv. 8 . 

“Advert for a moment to the efforts which 
are made to remove slavery from the world, 
and to the hindrances which exist to all efforts 
which can be made to remove it, in conse¬ 
quence of the relation of the church to the sys¬ 
tem. Reflect how many members of the 
Christian church, and how many ministers of I 
the gospel are owners of slaves ; how little ef¬ 
fort is made by the great mass to dissociate 
themselves from the system; how many there 
are, even in the pulpit, who openly advocate 
it; how much identified the system is with all 
the plans of gain,and all the views of the com¬ 
forts and ease of domestic life among many 
members ot the Church; and how faint and 
feeble is the voice of condemnation of the sys¬ 
tem uttered by the great mass, even of those 
who have no connexion with it; and how of¬ 
ten the language of apology is heard, even 
then; and it is easy to see how ineffectual 
must be all efforts to remove this great evil 
from the world. The language of the minis¬ 
try, and the practice of church members, give 
such a sanction to this enormous evil as could 
be derived from no other source, and such as 
it is useless to attempt to convince the world 
of the evil. Against all this influence in the 
church in favor of the system, how hopeless 
are all attempts against it; while yet no one 
can doubt that the church of Christ, in this 
land, has power to revolutionize the whole 
public sentiment on the subject, and to hasten 
the hour when, in the United States and their 
territories, the last shackle of the slave shall 
fall. I shall have occasion to revert to this in 
the other part of the discourse.” 

In the latter part of the discourse he thus 
alludes to the same subject. 

“What is it that lends the most efficient 
sanction to slavery in the United States?—- 
What is it that does most to keep the public 
conscience at ease on the subject ? What is it 
that renders abortive all efforts to remove the 
evil ? 1 am not ignorant that the laws sustain 

the system, and that supposed interest contri¬ 
butes to it, and that the love of idleness, and 
the love of power, and the love of base pass¬ 
ions which the system engenders, and that a 
show of argument, opaque and inconclusive 
on one side of a certain line, but bright as noon 
day on the other, does much to sustain the sys- 
m. But, after all, the most efficient of all 
ipports—the thing whieh most directly inter¬ 
feres with all attempts at reformation; that 
which gives the greatest quietus to the 
science, if it does not furnish the most 
factory argument to the understanding, 
fact that the system is countenanced by good 
men; that bishops, and priests and deacons, 
that ministers and elders, that Sunday-school 
teachers and exhorters, that pious matrons 
and heiresses, are the holders of slaves, and 
that the ecclesiastical bodies of the land ad¬ 
dress no language of rebuke or entreaty to 
their consciences. That will be a slow work 
of reformation which will be undertaken a- 
gainst any thing that has the sanction of the 
church of the “Living God;” for God meant 
that the church should occupy a prominent 
place in every effort to deliver the world from 

“Were all the ministers and members of j 
the churches to do so simple a thing as the 
Society of Friends, after much toil and effort, 
have done to remove from themselves the sin 
of slavery, and to stand before the world in 
the sublime and noble attitude of having no 
connexion whatever with the system, how 
soon would the system come to an end! Could 
it be proclaimed throughout the length and 
breadth of this land, as it can be of that So¬ 
ciety, that no minister or member of any 
church is the owner of a slave, is there a man 
who believes that the system could live?— 
Would it not, must it not die? Could the 
world, in this century, hold up the system in 
the face of a frowning ehurch ? and would 
this darkness continue to rest on our land, in 
the midst of this bright light that would shine, 
then, in every State and Territory of this 
Union ? No man can believe it 1 And, if so, 

; on whom, then, now rests the responsibility 
of propagating this system from age to age?” 
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To all these means, must be added pray- \ 
erfor the influence of the divine Spirit. Un¬ 
less he operates upon human hearts, all othei 
means will he insufficient to secure the desired 
end. Prayer is nn appointed means of ob¬ 
taining those influences, for when God has 
promised to “give his people a new heart and 
a new spirit, and to cause them to walk in ms

Progress of Freedom in Russia. 

Rev. Dr. Baird, in one of his public lec¬ 
tures on Europe at the present time, thus 
ipeaks of Russia, with whose affairs he is per¬ 
sonally well acquainted. 

In speaking of the classes of people in Rus¬ 
sia, Dr. Baird gave an account of the nobles, 
who are nearly one million; the clergy, who, 
including their families, are about hall'a mil¬ 
lion; the inhabitants of the cities (merchants 
of the three guilds, free artizans, etc.) about 
three millions; and the serfs, who are forty- 
eight millions. This enumeration does not 
include Finland, the Baltic Provinces and 
Poland. As to the serfs, more than twer.ty- 
one millions belong to the Crown, and up¬ 
wards of twenty-six millions helong to the no¬ 
bles and other rich men. Those of the first 
class are, properly speaking crown-peasants, 
rather than serfs. The Emperor is constant¬ 
ly buying up estates of those who are forced 
by debt to sell them, with the view of prepar¬ 
ing the serfs who live on them for freedom.— 
Dr. Baird stated that the Emperor has also 
determined that all the serfs shall become free 
as soon as it is practicable, and has actually 
taken the incipient measures necessary to 
bring about this great result. He related a 
most interesting remark, made by the Em¬ 
peror, to a Russian prince, with whom Dr. 
Baird is acquainted, the purport of whieh 
was that he (the Emperor,) was determined 
to commence this great work, fearing lest hi 
son, the heir-apparent, who is a most amit 
l,le young man, might not have the energy to

The Garland Forgery. 

In reference to the “Garland Forgery”—a 
fitting cli max to the slanders of the “Saginaw 
Nomination”—the labors of the Liberty Asso¬ 
ciation of Detroit have left me but little to say. 
That the very Scribe who committed it to pa¬ 
per should be detected is hardly to be looked 
fpr- ^ or is this necessary to a proper deci¬ 
sion by the public, in the case of others who, 
admitting they were not the manual perpetra¬ 
tors of the deed, yet so earefully concealed 
from the public all knowledge of its having been 
perpetrated, that it accomplished, as far as its 
unimpeded progress could, the foul work for 
which it had been prepared. The material 
facts of the case are blit few; but they need 
addition to them, till the Whig Corres¬ 
ponding Committee as such, and not indivi¬ 
dually, shall satisfactorily explain them. 

The forged handbill, or “Extra,” was dated 
Oct. 21. The 2Sd, it was found in Detroit in 
the possession, the exclusive possession, so 
far as is known, of the Corresponding Com- ; 
mittee, with whom were associated, at the 
i, the Rev. Kiram L. Miller of Saginaw, 
and the publisher of a Whig Journal in this 
State, whose name is not given in the Signal 
of Liberty, in which the statements concern¬ 
ing him are to be found. The person, last 
referred to, saw several packages—it is not 
stated where —apparently prepared and di¬ 
rected, for the mail. One of the number 
present took out one of the Extras, and it was 
read to the Company who conversed about its 
authenticity, and concluded it was a forgery. 
Mr. Miller has stated, that the Chairman of j 
the Committee, Mr. Jacob M. Howard, and 
Mr. Harding, of the Advertiser, a member,as 
well as the others present “unequivocally re¬ 
probated” it as a forgery. Mr. Smart, one 
of the Committee was despatched to Pontiac, 
twenty-five miles distant by Railroad, to make 
further enquiry. 

The handbill was published in the most dis- 
nt, as well at the nearest States, at the most 
suitable times for affecting the elections and 
io as to make its contradiction by me impos- 
fibly, except to a very limited extent. 

The knowledge.that such a handbill was in 
existence; that it had been seen and handled 
idemaed, as a forgery, in Detroit, by 
the Corresponding Committee; that packages 
of it were being transmitted to the extreme 
East and that there were none for Ohio; — 
all knowledge of this was carefully withheld 
from the public. No description of Extra, 
was given—no allusion to it was made—not 
the slightest clue to the existence of the for¬ 
gery was furnished by those only who had 
satisfied themselves of its object and charac¬ 
ter. About the same time, Mr. McCoy, a 
Whig,of Columbus, Ohio, received a package, 
supposed to be, of the Extras, from some per¬ 
son in Detroit, whose name he has not yet 
thought proper to reveal, addressed to the edi¬ 
tor of a Columbus paper,and to be put into the 
Post Office there. [This may account for the 
fact so carefully noted in the Advertiser of| 
Dec. 2, that none of the forged packages in 
the Post Office in Detroit were destined for 
Ohio.] 

The forgery was published in Ohio by the 
Whig press generally some three or four days 
before the election in that State which was 
on the 1st of Nov. Its genuineness was 
vouched for by the editors. It was first pub¬ 
licly seen in Detroit in the Ohio papers, 
brought there on the SOth or 81st October.— 

It has never been republighed by the Adver¬ 
tiser. But, the Saturday next before the 
election in this State, after the Extra had 
been republished in the Free Fress, and the 
forgery publicly .contradicted the Committee 
of the Liberty Association at Detroit—that 
print declared, that “as to the getiuinenei 
the alleged copy of Mr. Birney’s letter to 
J. B. Garland, we know nothing and can 
nothing. It is certain , that some such letter 
was written. We wait for further develope- 
ments. Defending itself [Dec. 2,] the same 
journal says: “we immediately suspected it 
to be a Loco Foco forgery,” and “cautioned 
our own readers, in general terms, against all 
such Loco Foco frauds,” October 24, the 
editors write to an Eastern print, saying they 
are led to “suspect” it is a forgery—that they 
are “in doubt ” whether the letter purporting 
to be mine is a genuine copy: this too, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Miller’s account of the matter, 
after they had “unequivocally reprobated” the 
Extra as a forgery. So much for the Adver¬ 
tiser, the organ of the Corresponding Com¬ 
mittee. Mr. Howard, the chairman, solemn¬ 
ly asseverates, (Letter in the Boston Atlas of 
Nov. SO,) that “of the existence or origin of 
the handbill in question, he had no knowl¬ 
edge, information or suspicion, until some 
days after its publication and circulation.”— 
This the chairman will doubtless be able tc 
reconcile with Mr. Miller’s statement, that 
he was present at the conclave, and united 
with the others present in “unequivocally re- ] 
probating” the handbill as a forgery. If Mr. | 
Smart made a Report of his mission to Pon¬ 
tiac, I have not been so fortunate as to see it. 

I am not aware, that the two remaining mem¬ 
bers of the Committee have published any 
thing of their individual connection with this 
matter. 

But, at last, individual responses and self¬ 
expurgations are not what is wanted. Noth- 
g of this nature will now satisfy the public, 
regard to the conhection of the Committee 
„,th the forgery. It was the most extensive, 
subtle, ingeniously contrived, and at the same 
time, the most daring and profligate attempt 
that has ever been set on foot by any party 
in this country against the freedem ot elec¬ 
tions nnd the purity of public morals. It re¬ 
quires the most signal rebuke, or the effects 
the community will be almost as injurious 
if the villany had been crowded with suc¬ 
cess. What the public has a right to de¬ 
demand, and what cannot be refused to it by 
the Committee, without at the time acknowl¬ 
edging their own want of title to common re 
spect or confidence; and what, too, the sound 
portion of the Whig party owe it to them¬ 
selves to insist on until it shall be fully ex¬ 
ecuted by the Committee—is a calm exposi¬ 
tion of all the facts connected with this trans¬ 
action so far as they know them now, and as 
they may be still further developed by the 
most stringent investigation. Especially will 
the people demand to be informed of the issue 
of Mr. Smart’s Mission to Pontiac, or further 
north—for what he went—whom to 
whom he did see and converse with,and 
additional light he returned with; also, to 
have before them copies of all letters, if the 
originals cannot he had, written to Whig ed¬ 
itors nt the East or elsewhere, authenticated 
in the most unexceptional manner; also, to 
] know, who it was that placed in Mr. McCoy’s 


hands the package for Columbus,and to whom 
“ was addressed. 

These facts particularly, and all others that 

it! be ascertained by the strictest diligence 
and faithfulness, if presented by the commit¬ 
tee in that sober dress which innocency usu¬ 
ally wears, will even yet meet with impartial 
ind candid consideration from the public.— 
Phis the Corresponding Committee must do 
is a Committee. Nothing else will be ac¬ 
cepted. As a Committee they sent forth the 
affidavit of Driggs into the world; as a Com¬ 
mittee they will be held to repair the public 
wrongs they have committed by withholding 
ihe forgery from the world. Neither abusive 
articles given to the public through the col¬ 
umns of the whig press, nor coarse and swag¬ 
gering letters by individuals of the Committee 
addressed to individuals of the Liberty party 
ir of their own party, can have the least pos¬ 
able influence, except to strengthen the un¬ 
favorable suspicions, that are already begin¬ 
ning to settle down on the Committee and the 
other gentlemen who, it would seem, were 
associated with them where the discovery 
of th'e handbill is alleged first to have been

From the True Ameri 
Slavery—Supreme Court of the U. States— 
Chancellor Walworth—Judge Nelson- 
Law of ’93—John C. Spencer. 

Chancellor Walworth was nominated to 
the Supreme Court Judgeship, by the jiresi- 
dent, and was rejected by the Senate. This 
nomination of the Chancellor lay a long time 
before the whig slave-otic Senate, and was 
not withdrawn until that Senate declared dis¬ 
tinctly that the Chancellor should not be such 
judge. He was condemned by the whig and 
democratic slaveholders of the Senate. And 
why? Those slaveholders have given the 
reason. They said he did not construe the 
Constitution to suit slaveholders. He gave 
opinion in the court of Errors of the State 
the case of Jack vs. Martin. Jack was 
claimed by Martin as his fugitive slave, and 
was brought before the recorder on habeas 
corpus, Martin claiming him as a slave, 
tained that Jack had no right to the i 
habeas corpus or trial by jury, to try the ques¬ 
tion whether he was a freeman or a slave,and 
that upon the certificate of the magistrate 
without any trial, Jack should be given up to 
the claimant to be transported to Louisiana, 
according to the wicked law of ’93, 
called. The Chancellor’s opinion in t 
given in 14th Wendall, R. 507. 

Speaking of the law of ’93, Mr. Walworth 
says:— 

“Under which law any 
this State may be seized as 
slave who has escaped from seiviumc aim 
transported to a distant part of the Union, 
without any trial except a summary examin¬ 
ation before a magistrate who is not even 
clothed with power to compel the attendance 
of witnesses upon such investigation.” 

The Chancellor then proceeded to distin¬ 
guish between a person who admits that he 
is a slave and is seized by his admitted mas¬ 
ter, and one who denies that he is a slave 
and claims to be a citizen of New Y ork, and 
says:— 

“But suppose, as is frequently the case, that 
the question to be tried relates merely to the 
indentity of the person claimed as a fugitive 
slave or apprentice he insisting that he is a 
free native born citizen of the state where he 
is found residing at the time the claim is made, 
and that he has never been in the state, und< 
whose laws his services are claimed—can 
for a moment be supposed that the framers of 
the constitution intended to authorize the 
transportation of a person thus claimed, 
distant part of the Union, as a slave upon a 
merq summary examination before an inferi¬ 
or state magistrate who is clothed with 
power to compel the attendance of witnesses 
to ascertain the truth of the allegations of the 
respective parties? Whatever others may 
think upon this subject, I must still be per¬ 
mitted to doubt whether the patriots of the 
revolution who framed the constitution of the 
United States, and who had incorporated i 
the declaration of independence, as one 
the justifiable causes of separation from i 
mother country, ‘that the inhabitants

yond seas for trial,’ could ever have 
tended to sanction such a principle as to 
who was merely ‘claimed’ as a fugitive from 
servitude in an other state.” 

I have looked in vain among the powers 
delegated to Congress by the Constitution, for 
any general authority to that body, to legislate 
on this subject.” 

“Upon the fullest examination of the sub¬ 
ject, therefore, I find it impossible to bring my¬ 
self to the conclusion, that the framers of the 
constitution have authorized the congress of 
the United States to pass a'law by which the 
certificate of a justice of the peace of the state, 
shall be made conclusive evidence of the 
rights of the claimant, to remove one who 
may be a free native born citizen of this state 
to a distant part of the union as a slave, and 
thereby deprive such person of the benefit of 
the writ of habeas corpus, as well as of his' 
common law suit to try his right of citizenship 
in the state where the claim is made and 
where he is residing at the time of such 
claim.” . 

There reader, you have the opinion of 
Chancellor Walworth on the diabolical act of] 
>93. That opinion is enough to condemn him 
and has condemned him in the minds of the 
whig slave ridden Senate. Slaveholders set¬ 
tle the law for the Supreme Court. The 
opinion of the judges is formed on the plan¬ 
tations, whip in hand. The judge 
slave and conform biq decisions to 
sed tyranny that is piled on the neck of the 
black man, and crushes the country and its 
constitution beneath the weight of Almighty 
wrath. 

We see above why Chancellor Walworth 
is disqualified for the Supreme Bench in - 
slave nation. Now then let us see how 
happens that Judge Nelson is so well fitted 
to the country and the times. Judge Nelson 
gave a long and labored pro-slavery opinion 
♦’’cease of Jack us. Martinwhichisreport- 
the 12th Wendall’s Reports 311. Now 
the slaveholders in the Senate, declare that 
Walworth should not be judge because he 
gave his anti-slavery opinion, and we have 
every reason to believe that they accept Nel¬ 
son for the opposite reason. Judge Nelson 
assumes that the constitution in regard to the 
delivery of fugitives from “service or labor, , 
to those “to whom such service or labor may 
be due,” means slaves, declares the guaranty 
of the constitution against liberty, &c. and 
comes to an opinion directly opposite to the 
opinion of the Chancellor We have not 
room for quotations, but will quote his an¬ 
swer to the Chancellor only as to the expos¬ 
ure of our free citizens by a pro-slavery eon- 
1 struction. He says: 


“It has been said, that under the law of ’93, 
free citizen might be seized and carried 
away into captivity, and hence the necessity 
of the law of the state giving to him a trial by- 
jury upon the question of freedom. I m* ar¬ 
gument is plausible and the justice of it dim- 
cult to deny. (He was obligated to pay a 
compliment to liberty, to appear decent.) Bait 
sound as it is, it tends only to prove the de¬ 
fectiveness of the law of congress, not the law 
of the state. It would be appropriate and 
pertinent when urged before that body to effect 
in amendment of the law,” &c. 

“We may also add, that according to the 
r iew of the case that we have taken, the ques- 
ion of slave or not, according to the laws of 
he state from whence the fugitive fled, be¬ 
longed to the magistrate under the laws of 
congress to decide, and his decision is con¬ 
clusive in the matter, so far as the state 
courts are concerned.” 

Reader, we hope you will excuse us for 
ese quotations. Look at them carefully, 
and see what you are coming to, in view of 
the feet, that a man must hold his legal opin¬ 
ions, subservient to slaveholders, or be ostra¬ 
cised. Think of it, the judiciary, which our 
fathers erected to be the bulwark of personal 
liberty, must be and is the bulwark of despot- 
and the constitution and laws, by a per- 
b and forced construction, are made to 
support the vilest slavery that ever has exist¬ 
ed, as Wesley characterizes it, “the sum of 
all villanies.” 

t we have done wrong. We should have 
taken the case of John C. Spencer, first, be¬ 
cause he was the first man nominated by Ty¬ 
ler for the United States judgeship, and was 
rejected by the Senate. This was the order. 
First Spencer, then Walworth, then Nelson. 
Spencer was a trouble in Tyler’s cabinet 
regard to the Texas plot. To get clear of 
m he nominated him a judge, and a whig 
senate rejected him. For what think.you, did 
they reject him? Was it for incompetency 1 
No. There is no jurist in the country supe- 
ior to him; that is admitted. But there was 
sufficient, insuperable objection, and dis- 
ualification for the judgeship.. He was in 
Congress in 1819 and made a speech against 
le “Missouri Compromise.” It was a full 
blooded abolition speech. He asserted in 
that speech, that every man’s title to freedom 
“was superior to all constitutions and all 
laws.” The father of that compromise, H. 
Clay was in the Senate and had recorded 
Spencer’s opposition to that murderous m 
ure, and he was spurned off. This is

How little do we know of what war really 
? Is there a being upon the face of the 
earth who would not oppose it with all the 
inergies of his nature, could he have a clear 
-iew of its horrors, and its awful wickedness? 

in the Westminster Review for June, 1844, 

1 find the following remarks in an able review 
of “Allison’s History of Europe.” “It ap¬ 
pears from authentic documents, which Mr. 
Allison has collected, that from the com- 
lencement to the close of ihe revolutionary 
■ars the levies ot’soidiers in France exceed- 
d four millions, and not less than three mill- 
ms of these, on the lowest calculation, per¬ 
ished in the field, the hospital, or the bivou¬ 
ac. If (o these we add, as we unquestiona¬ 
bly must, at least an equal number out of the 
ranks of their antagonists, it is clear that not 
less than six millions of human beings perish¬ 
ed in warfare in the course of twenty years, 
in the very heart of civilized Europe, at the 
commencement of the nineteenth century of 
the Christian era. But even these stupend¬ 
ous numbers give us no adequate conception 
of human life directly consequent on the wars 
of the revolution and the empire. We must 
add the thousands who perishsd from want, 
outrages and exposure, and the hundreds ot 
thousands who were subsequently swept a- 
way by the ravages of that pestilence which 
took its rise amid the retreat from Russia,and 
the crowded garrisons of the campaign of 
1813, and for several years afterwards deso¬ 
lated in succession every country of Europe. 
And even when we have summed up and 
laid before us, in all the magnitude of figures, 
the anpalling destruction of human life here 
exhibited, we can still gather only a faint and 
remote conception of the sufferings and the 
evils inflicted by the awful scourge. Death 
in the field is among the smallest of the mis¬ 
eries of war; the burned villages—the devas¬ 
tated harvest—the ruined commerce—the 
towns carried by assault—the feeble and the 
lovely massacred and outraged—grief, despair 
and desolation carried into innumerable fami¬ 
lies; these are among the more terrific visita¬ 
tions of military conflicts, ami the crimes for 
which a fearful retribution will one day be ex¬ 
acted at the hands of those who have pro¬ 
voked, originated, or compelled them.” 

In view of these considerations, is not eve¬ 
ry Christian, every philanthropist and every 
patriot called upon to do all in his power to 
hasten the dawn of that day when war shall 
no more be known upon the face of the earth?

I observe that an article originating in the 
Courier and Enquirer, giving some statistics 
with regard to the strength of the British Na¬ 
vy, is going the rounds of the newspaper 
press. After stating the number of war-ships, 
cannon, muskets, marines, cutlasses, captains, 
sabres, sailors, red, blue, black and green 
admirals, long nines, lieutenants, and all tho 
other human and inhuman elements of this 
peace armament of Great Britain, it is 
thus compared with that of this Government, 
and in the language of Dr. Duncan one of 
the uneasy war-spirits of Congress. Says 
the Doctor of the comparative strength of 
onr naval force, “It is so little that it could 
he hid in the British Navy, in all the stillness 
nnd secrecy of the heart of a dense and bound¬ 
less forest. It is so little that you might de¬ 
tach its size from one wing of the Royal Na¬ 
vy of Great Britain and Queen Victoria would 
□ot know that she had lost a vessel.” 

Now, then, Mr. Editor, “in case of a war 
with England”—that everlasting proposition, 
we might infer from Dr. Duncan, that u sin¬ 
gle broadsideof the whole British Navy would 
send ours, with all its glory and pa.xhan 
“peacemakers,” to the bottom of the ot '® an * 
As a war established, therefore, it would be 

decidedly insufficient “in case of a war with 
England,” a Power which a malignant patri¬ 
otism is taught to regard as “our natural en¬ 
emy.” But what is its use as a peace estab¬ 
lishment? Is it necessary to protect our com¬ 
merce? no, not at all. Mr. Editor, will you 
believe it, and impress the fact upon your 
readers, that the cost of our little Navy ex¬ 
ceeds all that is earned by all the merchant 
vessels that sail under the American flag, a,- 
hove their expenses? This fact I have learn¬ 
ed from an extensive ship-owner, who arrived 
at it at the end of a long and accurate calcu¬ 
lation. I trust this fact will occur to your 
mind whenever you look upon the forest of 

masts which almost girdles New York. Let 

your readers remember that all the American 
vessels engaged in Commerce, and whitening 
every sea and ocean on the globe with their 
canvass wings, do not clear enough to pay 
the cost of their protection (!) by the A inert- 





eon Navy. This is governmental insurance 
of commerce with a vengeance! at ths pat¬ 
ronizing, paternal rate of one hundred per 
cent. Now, Mr. Editor, if our glorious little 
Navy were safely moored within “Davy 
Jlones’ Locker,” do you believe that the rale 
of insurance on American merchant vessels 
would advance 1-2 per cent, in Wall street? 
Fororio,! wish that the disproportion between 
our Navy and that of Great Britain were fifty 
times greater than it is. We should be the 
stronger and richer for it. There would have 
been a hundred times more commerce in the 
world had no war-ships ever been launched 
upon the ocean. They are the “natural ene¬ 
mies” of all commerce, civilization, and 
Christianity. They breed distrust, jealousies 
and animosities wherever they go. Swag¬ 
gering like tall, full-fed, arrogant bullies from 
port to port, they interrupt the natural course 
of trade, and then consume all that the spread 
canvass of the world can earn. The British 
Navy! were it all anchored by the side of the 
Royal George, Great Britain might yet be the 
mistress of the world and queen of the seas.

INTERESTING LETTER from PENN- 
SYLVANIA-.READ IT. 

Unionville, Chester Co., Penn., ? 

April 4, 1845. £ 

Bro. Willey: —Ido not know how I can 
better employ an hour or two of leisure which 
I just now have, than to communicate a few 
thoughts to you with whom I have in times 
past “taken sweet counsel,” and with whom I 
have been happy to sympathize and co-operate. 
I am inclined to believe that genuine anti- 
slavery fellowship is second ouly to that which 
subsists between those who are mutual lovers 
of the Saviour, and who love to “walk as he 
walked;”—where both exist at the same time, 
the union is doubly sweet. It has been, and 
still is, a source of no little satisfaction to me, 
to feel that a large majority of those who sym¬ 
pathize with the poor slave, are men of good 
hearts, of sterling worth—“ready to every 
good work.” With such men, in such a cause, 
it is good, it is honorable, to labor. True they 
have been ridiculed and stigmatized by the 
mercenary and self-seeking, but I love them 
none the less for that; for what class of men 
have not been so used whose labors have been 
worth anything in the world ? My opinion 
(and I ask nothing for it,) that those who t 
united in the anti-slavery enterprize, are, 
more respects than one, the best men in the r, 
tion; and if it do not prove thus, I shall have 
made a great mistake—however, time will de¬ 
cide the matter. 

I sat down for the purpose of relating a few 
things whieh were interesting to me, and may 
be so to you. A circumstance transpired in 
this place, recently, which may serve to illus¬ 
trate the workings of a system which makes 
chatties of men. It was in substance as fol¬ 
lows: Some ten years since a colored lad, 
whom I shall call Robert, came here from 
some place in Maryland, where his master re¬ 
sided, aud having a relation (a cousin I think) 
residing in this neighborhood, he remained 
and soon found employment. His pleasant 
disposition and industrious habits won for him 
the esteem and affection of his employer and 
acquaintances, and this confidence and esteem 
of him increased as he increased in years.— 
He was considered at the time he left, by all 
that knew him, a very worthy young man.— 
During the latter part of his stay here, he be¬ 
came acquainted with a young lady of his o" m 
complexion, whose connexions resided 
Wilmington, Delaware, about fifteen miles 
from this place. They soon became mutually 
and strongly attached to each other, and this 
attachment resulted in an agreement of mar¬ 
riage. With reference to this, the young lady 
returned to her friends from whence she con¬ 
tinued her correspondence with Robert, and 
where she expected to be married. Having 
been now nearly ten years from his master 
with whom he had no correspondence,' and 
having changed very much in his appearance. 


vorable possible—few persons were in the 
street at the time, and he was removed so sud¬ 
denly that no effectual assistance could be 
rendered. His master was immediately sent 
for, and upon his arrival expressed much sat¬ 
isfaction at seeing him. Upon surveying him 
narrowly, he expressed himself disappointed 
somewhat, at his size and weight-, (value) 
“had’nt grown so much as he expected.” • 
Every effort was made to obtain his re¬ 
lease, by the people here, but to no purpose. 
The old man, his master, seemed somewhat 
disposed to listen to their proposals; but his 
son swore “he should’nt be given up,” he 
would send him where they’d never hear of | 
him first.” And so they never have and prob¬ 
ably never will. But this much I am told, that 
it has made more abolitionists than every 
thing else that has ever been done here.— 
That’s the way it works. Well, let it work, 
and I’ll try and help it a little this evening, for 
I have just time enough to go to my meeting¬ 
house to deliver a lecture, on the subject.— 
You may, if the Lord will, see me in a f< 
weeks.

the young man supposed that if he w 
entirely forgotten, he should never be recog¬ 
nized, and hence felt little concern for his fu¬ 
ture safety. But in this as it proved, sadly 
enough for him, he was mistaken. His wherea¬ 
bouts had been known to his master during 
most of his residence here and he had em¬ 
ployed an individual residing in Wilmington, 
to keep an eye upon him and secure him as 
soon as he could safely do so. It was known 
to be difficult, if not impossible, to take him 
from this place, and if he had not unfortu¬ 
nately put himself into the power of his ene¬ 
mies, he might have remained unmolested.— 
The designs of his master upon him were art¬ 
fully contrived, and for years had been 
perfectly arranged. Wilmington being a 
market town for all this reigion, would natu¬ 
rally lead Robert there in the way of business. 
and being in a slave state, less difficulty might 
be apprehended in his arrest than if it should 
be undertaken in this. Of all these 
ments the young man had not the least suspi¬ 
cion, nor were any such intentions suspected 
by his friends, though they often cautioned 
him against going to Wilmington. Arrange¬ 
ments having been made for his marriage, 
(which arrangements, it is supposed were by 
some means known to him who sought his 
ruin,) the time appointed having arrived, 
Robert, with feelings known only to a young 
man in his circumstances, repaired to the r 
dence of his intended bride with no other 
pectations than that he should realize his 
fondly cherished anticipations; but alas for 
him and the object of his affections, it proved 
a day of darkness, and the breaking up of 
their hopes and total ruin of their prospects! 
Now mark that young man yonder—of open, 
guileless countenance—of manly form—neatly 
dressed, with a new and smoothly adjusted 
broadcloth suit—all the fruits of his own hon¬ 
est industry—notice his modest demeanot 
arm in arm with his friend, on this quiet Sab¬ 
bath morning, he walks up the street. Is not 
his condition truly enviable? A citizen of 
nation professedly the purest under the sun¬ 
walking in a neat, elevated, beautiful towi 
overlooking one of the most beautiful rivei 
: —and surrounded by some of the richest 
scenery in the world—conscious of having, by 
patient industry, acquired a good reputation, 
and the permanent confidence of his employ¬ 
ers—expecting in a few hours to take to hit 
bosom one who was entirely worthy of his 
affections and esteem;—but hark! what is 
that out-cry? It is the voice of anguish—of 
despair—as if one were assassinated! Let us 
just run down round the square and see—why, 
what does that mean? What young man is 
that? Who are those dragging him so vio¬ 
lently? and where now are they driving him 
so furiously? Do you know what to make of j 
all this? 0 yes, yes, don’t be alarmed. But 
did you see who it was the ruffians had? No, 
otherwise than that his dress .appeared like 
that worn by the young man you just pointed 
out. You are right, it was he. Is it possible! 
do expluin the matter—what’s he done? Did’nt 
you just say “that he was a truly enviable 
man.” No, I only asked you if he wer e not 
so —if he did not so appear ;—but you ask 
what he has done? I only need say that he 
had the misfortune to be born in America —so 
were you and I—-what has that to do with 
such treatment of an innocent man? Wait a 
moment and hear me through. He was born 
of a womau whom public opinion in this land 
has decided to be property— he is a slave!— 
that’s all—and that’s enough. Now, I under¬ 
stand you—alas for my country.

Ecclesiastical Action—Augusta, &c. 
Bro. Willey:— The various action upon 
slavery in churches should teach, I think, the 
ministry and officers of churches an important 
lesson. Had the First Baptist Church in Au¬ 
gusta taken an open and consistent course some 
twelve months since, by simply restricting 
its communion from all slaveholders, instead 
of catering to a worldly policy and cringing 
to the slave power, the sad difficulties which 
have thickened upon it, and from which it 
will never escape, except it comes upon right 
ground, would have been avoided. The.Sec¬ 
ond Church grew out of this difficulty. It 
was formed about one year since, upon truly 
apostolical principles, and has been steadily 
increasing in. numbers and influence. It, of I 
course, draws largely from the First church. 
Recently several members of the First church 
have requested letters to the Second, on ac¬ 
count of their views upon slavery, and secret 
societies, into which last combination of sin, 
all, or nearly all the principal male members 
of the 1st church have voluntarily entered. 
It is thought by some that this union of ma¬ 
sonry and odd fellowship, in its secret opera¬ 
tion, is the only cord which now holds the 
First church together. A minister who is the 
avowed advocate of admitting to the com¬ 
munion a certain class of slaveholders is the 
Pastor, while its deacons and almost all its 
male members have connected themselves 
with secret societies with ruresellers, slave¬ 
holders and infidels. No marvel, surely, that 
its most pious and devoted members who are 
not yet ensnared should desire to escape from 
a body so peculiarly connected with the work¬ 
's of abominations. 

The Second church, on the other band, by 
its high moral position, by its thorough eccle¬ 
siastical action, and happy union in the same, 
stands forth the pillar of truth and righteous- 
She has selected for her Pastor, a min- 
of varied experience, of unsullied repu¬ 
tation, occupying at the time of receiving his 
call, the presidency of the Baptist Convention 
in the State of Vermont, the highest ecclesi¬ 
astical body in that State, and the moderator- 
ship of the Shaftsbury Baptist Association, 
offices expressive of the confidence of the 
ministry and churches, and of his ability 
fill them. 

A lesson may be gained by observing the 
position of these two churches in the capital 
" our State. 

1. When a chureh begins to cater to a 
rldly policy her course will be downward. 

It was the temporizing course of the First 
church with regard to slavery that brought 
upon her the spirit of slumber and worldli- 
i, and has now consummated her title to 
name of ‘ a worldly sanctuary,’ by her 
seeking alliances with Egypt—her patronage 
of secret societies. 

2. Such a policy always in the end defeats 
itself. In the case to which allusion is made, 
it has driven off some fifty of her devoted 
members, and must in the end destroy the 
church. Vital godliness languishes, and can 
never be revived by influences gathered from 
worldly associations. 

3. The only course for those who weep and 
mourn in such a church is to come away and 

churches which have no fellowship 
for the unfruitful works of darkness. The 
angel’s voice to such is: “Come out of her 
my people, that ye partake not of her sins, 
and that ye receive not of her plagues.” Rev. 
IS, 4. 

4. The organization of the Second church 
here furnishes a result of the guidance of Pro¬ 
vidence, and the operation of the Spirit in 
separating, by a deep moral line, a slavery- 
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sustaining Christianity from that of primitive 
order, and may furnish a lesson of instruction 
to other churches in reference to ecclesiastical 
action.' Visitor.

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY.

No. Is 
there any thing unfavorable to the highest po¬ 
litical elevation of the firmest supporters of | 
slavery? No; but much against those who 
such. Does any thing appear ' 
proceedings of their national conventions 
against slavery? Nothing. Has the history 
of that party for the last 12 years afforded 
any evidence of hostility to slavery? No 
t it presents one unbroken array of hostility 
whatever is opposed to it, and so severe is 
discipline that any member w ho will not 
; on that princip7e is at once expelled. The 
party is organized on the principle, that sla¬ 
very has equal rights with liberty under the 
constitution, it is to be fostered, extended, 
encouraged like commerce arid manufactures. 
This is the point from which the party takes 
its direction, and all its conduct is in perfect 
harmony with it. Hence Mr. Polk says: 

“ The great body of the Democracy of the 
North, are now, as they always have been, the 
natural and faithful allies of the South, and 
of southern interests .”—("Speech, Oct. 23.

And so per¬ 
fectly loyal is the northern division that the 
lowest service of slaveholders is performed 
smile. It is considered the most hum¬ 
bling, degrading business for .slaves to be com¬ 
pelled to whip slaves, but these democrats 
appear to regard that as their highest honor— 
distinguished service. Witness the treat- 
ent of Yan Buren and Mr. Hale. When 
the slave power demanded an increase of its

MR. BIRNEY. 

We close this week his candid and complete 
refutation of that long series of falsehoods, 
closed up by the Forgery, which the whigs 
perpetrated against him as a means of de¬ 
stroying the liberty party,—in other words— 
by which they attempted to overrule the free¬ 
dom of elections. The means and the end, 
including the elevation of Henry Clay, were 
well worthy of each other.

Those editors who first pub¬ 
lished the various calumnies against Mr. B., 
deny him all access to their authors, thus de¬ 
priving him of essential means of redress, and 
concealing the knaves from odium and pun¬ 
ishment. 

The conduct of the party respecting the 
forgery since its character became known, has 
been such as to make it justly chargeable with 
damning guilt. They filled the country 
full of it, alleging, like the Kennebec Journal, 
that if Mr. Birney did not write it, he wrote 
like it, notwithstanding his most solemn 
and repeated denial; and when in compliance 
with their demands for the letter which he 
did write, Mr. B. published it, but one single 
whig paper, so far as we know or have heard, 
has published that letter .

Advertiser, and nearly all others have pursued 
the same course of shameful meanness and 
injustice. This is not a plea of guilty, but of [ 
unblushing justification of the whole transac¬ 
tion. If they did not make the “lie,” they 
loved, and “used it,” thereby proving that 
they were deterred from making it by no mor¬ 
al considerations. 

Who can measure the moral injury of such 
conduct to the public welfare? Especially is 
it alarming from the fact that it is to pass 
with general impunity. The religious press 
will not expose and condemn this forgery lest 
it should “meddle with politics.” The com¬ 
mercial press cares nothing about it because it 
was not a bank note that was forged, and be¬ 
cause it was against the abolitionists. The 
democratic press will not do it lest it should 
benefit a party already feared; and the whigs 
will not dare to make such a revelation of 
character. The mobs of 1835—6 were fee¬ 
bly condemned because abolitionists were the 
victims; but what scenes of riot and blood 
have followed, or may yet follow cannot be 
told; nor can the effects of this unequalled 
assault upon public and private morality, tac¬ 
itly justified as it is, be estimated.

Abolition is dead—so dead that neither 
the force of opposition nor of the press can 
galvanize it at this day, (great laugh and 
cheering.) Why, gentleman, if I have been 
rightly informed—I don’t vouch for the truth 
of it—but I have heard that Abolition i 
offered for sale in the election of 1844—j 
the vilest political hack that ever drove across 
the election course was by one of its leading 
drivers, offered for a seat in Congress—with 
all its charity—all its mercy—all its kiudness 
to the poor African. Abolition! It- 
a name which imparted dignity—it carried 
mercy on its front—it enlisted the sympathies 
of many good men not only here, but through¬ 
out the land.

Sir, if they may innocently hold a person 
for that person’s good, they may buy him for 
his good, they may sell him for his good; and 
such is the depravity of the human heart, 
easily persuading itself that a motive is the 
controlling motive, they may satisfy them¬ 
selves under such reasoning, however treated 
or employed, that they do not hold slaves for 
the profit, but for humane reasons. If they 
may hold a person for his good, they may 
seize him for his good. It was on precisely 
such reasoning that slave* have been imported, 
that they might be converted to Christianity. 
The error of Dr. W. is in constituting the 
judge of another man’s good. It has been 
the error of all the tyrannies of the earth. It
